French Lady in New York. 
Y Ne 
A Glance at a Parisian Family and Fami- 
_ ly Matters, Together with a Compari- 
son with American Usagos—Mun 
= end Wife in Business. - 


“The woman in France she cargy the 
purse. This make her economical. The 
husband he give his whole time to manage 
the business, and he not have to worry 
about the little things. The wife, she know 
that all the success depend on saving the 
little things, so she keep close watch on 
every thing in the} store, the work room, 
the kitchen. She do not work with her own 
hands, she hire, but she see that the work 
is done without waste. She not get tired 
with work. so she able'to think all the time. 
Her see the competition of business, so she 
know how hard it is to make money, andshe 
very careful how she spend it. 

‘“‘The American woman she know noth- 
ing of the trouble of business; the man he 
carry all the load. Sheask for money, she 
not like it if she not have it, and he give it 
her,and hego up. Then they all come 
down together—father, mother, children, 
He not ask them to help, he go to work 


knowing trouble otf making money, she 
shovel it out.”” The gesture here was in- 
imitable, says the New York World re- 
porter who conducted the interview. 
Forming a scoop or shovel with her hands. 
she went through the motion of shoveling 
with a graceful swaying of the body from 
side to side. 

“No, the French way best way for all— 
man, wife and children. 

“The French children expect to help the 
father. They sent to best school, what give 
solid learning, that the father can pay for.

They feelashamed 
not able to do better for own father and 
mother as a stranger do. They soon learn, 
or another place found forthem. No wasted 
time; they must earn money and be ready 
to care for themselves. 

‘“‘When they learn business they given 
charge of some part, so the father and 
mother have more time to enlarge their 
business, and the child have a place to build 
for himself or the girl just the same. It is 
all for the family, and they grow together. 
Whatis it in this land! The father work 
outside, and grow old young; the mother 
work and worry for more money to spend 
for show and she grow old inside; the chil- 
dren all this time sit and clean their nails.” 
The scorn, the contempt, expressed at this 
point as the woman, with blazing cheeks 
and flashing eyes, used im imagination a 
“nail-cleaner, would nave made a triumph on 
the stage.

‘ Now ig the Time for Ditch Owners 


: te Make a Move. 
What steps are the ditch owners 
taking to comply with Section 9 of the 


Act passed last wiiiter. for settling 


priority rights? The section reads as 
follows: — 

SrEcrTion 9. In order that all parties 
may be protected in their lawfal rights 
to the use of waters tor beneficial pur- 
poses, every person, association or 
corporation, pa oc gg claiming any . 
interest iu any ditch, canal or reser- 
voir within any water district shall, 
on or before the first day of Septem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine, file with the Cotnty Recorder of 
the county a statement of their claim | 
under dath, entitled of the proper 
county, which statement shali contain 
the name or names, together with the 
Postwflice address of the claimant or 
claimants claiming ownership as afore- 
said of any ditch, canal or reservoir, 
the name thereof (if any), and if witb- 
out a pame, the owner or owners sball 
choose and adopt a name, to be therein 
stated, by which such ditch, canal or 
reservoir shall thereafter be known; 
the description of such ditch, canal or 
reservoir as to location of head-gate, 
general course of ditch, the name of 
the natural stream or lake from which 


|} such ditch, canal or reservoir draws 


its supply of water; the length, width, 
depth and grade-thereof as near as 
may he; the tima, fixinga day, nionth 
and year as the date of appropriation 


| of water by original construction, also 


by an enlargement or extension, if 
any such thereof have been made, 
aud the amount of water claimed by 
or under such construction, enlarge- 
ment or extension, and the present 
capacity ot the ditch, canal or feeder 
of reservoir, and aise the number ol! 
acres of land lying under and being, 
or proposed to be, irr'gated by water 
from such ditch, cahal or reservoir; 
orif such waters have been appropri- 
ated for other beneficial purposes than 
irrigation, a statement of sueh pur- 
poses; said statement shall be signed 
by the proper pariy or parties, aud 
filed with the Reeorder of the county 
wherein the right claimed is situated, 
which shall be recorded by him in a 
bosk kept for that purpose. 

Would it not be well for them to 
commence operations soon in order to 
furnish the Reclamation Committee 
appointed by Congress with data to 
wok from in the investigation of the 
subject?

says awriter in the San Francisco Chronicle, 
embracing simply the diamond, emerald, 
sapphire, ruby, opal, topaz, carbunecle, 
amethyst and pearl. This, however, 1s @ 
very small part of the actual list. Readers 
of the Bible will, of course, remember that 
tavo lists.of precious stones are given in 
that book. e first is given in the descrip- 
tion of the Jewish high priest’s breastplate, 
and is as follows: — 

4+And thou shalt set it (the breastplate) 
in setting of stones, four rowsof stones; & 
row of sardius, topaz and carbunclé shall 
be the first row; and the second row an 
emerald, @ sapphire and a diamond; and 
the third row a jacinth, an agate and an 
amethyst; and the fourth row a beryl and 
an onyx and a jasper.” 

The second list is given in the description 
of the New Jerusalem: 

“The foundations of the walls of the city 
were adorned with all manner of precious 
stones. The first foundation was jasper, 
the second sapphire, the third chalcedony, 
the fourth emerald, the fifth sardonyx, the 
sixth sardius, the seventh chrysolite, the 
eighth beryl, the ninth topaz, the tenth 
chrysoprase, the eleventh jacinth, the 
twelfth amethyst, and the twelve gates 
were twelve pear!s.”’ 

In these two lists thére are six stones, the 
sardius, chalcedony, chrysolite, beryl, 
chrysoprase and jacinth, that may be called 
unknown; and two, the jasper and sar- 
don yx, which we are not accustomed to put 
in lists of gems. 

Before going any further it will be inter- 
esting to find out something about the un- 
used half dozen, and this, it will be found, 
can be comparatively done by first consid- 
ering the chalcedony, which is the mother 
stone of a large family. Chalcedony 


parently produced by the infiltration of 
water holding silicious matters in solution. 
The name is thatof the logatity, Chalcedon, 
in Asia Minor, where it ig said to have been 
originally found. Chalcedony, in some of 
its many varieties, is found in Tuscany, 
Iceland, the Faroe Islands, ay Hun- 
gary, India, Arabia, Surinam, iberia, 
Cornwall, Scotland, the Giants’ Causeway 
and in California, near Vallejo. Beautiful 
chalcedonic pebbles may be picked up on 
some of the southern English beaches, at 
Pescadero, in California, andat Lake Tahoe, 
Chalcedony is usually milk white, but it as- 
sumes anumber of colors and markings. 
When itis of alight red or yellow color it 
is called carnelian, because of its flesh 
color. Carnelian was formerly much used 
for beads and seal-stones, but now it is sel- 
dom seen as an ornament except in the 
shape of cheap rings solid at country fairs. 
When it is of a deep brown itis called 
sardius,jor sard; when it shows alternat- 
{ng parallel bands of different colors with- 
out any pronounced contrast it is called 
onyx; and when these layers are of very 
dark sard and nearly opaque white chalce- 
dony it is called sardonyx, a. stone that was 
and is still held in great esteem for engrav- 
ing into cameos, 

Lastly, flint, horn-stone and plasma are 
all baser forms of this same chalcedony. 

Though so closely alike in name the beryl 
and chrysobery] have little else in common. 
The beryl! is a variety of the emerald, and is 
found in six-sided prisms of variable dimen- 
sions. The colors are generally blue or 
yellow, but some are colorless. When of 
clear tints or sea-green or sky-blue they 
are called by the jewelers aqua-marines, 
Beryl crystais are found in New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts, China, Brazil, Siberia, 
Cornwall, Ireland and Scotland, the Irish 
specimens being of a fine blue color and 
sometimes quite transparent. 


The chrysoberylis found in small rounded 
masses about the size of a pea, which on 
being cut show various tints of greenish 
yellow, with clear, translucent and very 
hard body. Sometimes they show a bluish 
opalescence internally. The finer chryso- 
beryls are equal in appearance to the yellow 
diamond. They are found in Ireland, Brazil 
and Ceylon. 

The chrysolite, like the chalcedony, is a 
silicate. It is rarely found in crystals, but 
generally in angular pieces of greenish or 
golden-yellow color, embedded in basalt or 
lava. The principal localities are Vesuvius 
and the Isle of Bourbon, in lava; Real del 
Monte in. Mexico,.Upper Egypt, Constanti- 
nople, and in pale green transparent crys- 
tals among the sand of a stream in 
Auvergne. Inferior varieties of the chryso- 
lite are called olivines, and are found in the 
basalt of the Giant’s Causeway, the lavas 
of Unkel,-on the Rhine, and those of the 
Sandwich Islands. It is sometimes found, 
too, in meteoric stones. 

VJacinth is only another name for hyacinth, 
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and the hyacinth is a variety of another 
silicate called zircon, found in Ceylon, Nor- 
way, some of the islands of Scotland and 
certain Irish streams. Zircon occurs in 
crystals, generally sqy¥are, four-sided 
prisms terminated b -sided pyramids, 
and also in grains,\sémetimes white, but 
more frequently red, yellow, green or 
gray. Thecolortess or slightly smoky kinds 
are called jargoon; the bright red hyacinth 
and the grayish or brownish zirconite. 

Another precious silicate is the more per- 
. fect form of schor! called. tourmaline. The 
red tourmaline or rubellite, which is 
brought from Brazil, Ceylon, Avar and 
Siberia, possesses considerable beauty. The 
transparent colored varieties aresometimes 
stillcutinto ring stones, ete., and when 
reduced to thin slices are much valued for 
oe experiments in the polarization of 

ght. . 

The list of precious silicates is not yet ex- 
hausted, There is, for instance, that known 
as jasper. .Itis found in various colors— 
spotted, banded or variegated. It takes a 
fine polish, and the variety and _ richness of 
its colors render it still usefulin the orna- 
mental arts. Allied to this ig the blood- 
stone, a jaspery variety of quartz, of a dark- 
green color, variegated with red spots, and 
was once quite a fashionable material for 
seals and ring stones. When the spots are 
yellow, instead of red, this stone is called 
the heliotrope. Still another silicate that 
takes rank among the precious stones is 
the lapis lazulior lazulite. It is of a beauti- 
ful color, often speckled with yellow grains, 
and is still made use of in mosaic and inlaid 
work, as well as for making vases and other 
costly ornaments. 

Quartz, except ‘where it contains rich 
gold deposits, is not generally considered a 
precious 3 one, but there is a variety called 
the rose quartz, which certainly comes un- 
der here en ot is of a beautiful rose red 
or pink color, nearly transparent. It is 
found in Ceylon and Bavuria, and is often 
sold for much more precious stones. Adu- 
laria, or felspar, likewise is not of much 
value, but that resplendent variety found 
in Siberia and Norway of a pale yellowish 
color and called the sunstone is certainly a 
jewel among stones. The play of color ona

+ The Small but Sumptuous Apartment in 


| Which She Receives Her Friends. 

' Mrs. William B. Astor’s reception-room is 
a snug, small, sumptuous apartment that 
looks out on Fifth avenue through a 
single window, cased in ebony wood and 
smothered in hangings of turquoise blue 
silk and indigo-tinted lace. The walls, says 
Clara Belle, in the Philadelphia Press, are 
hung in turguoise silk, witha decorative 
dado and a canvas-painted ceiling, and the 
ebony finish of the wood-work is ag beauti- 
fully polished as a piece ofonyx. In the 
center of the parquetry floor is anodd de- 
sizn of small Persian rugs, inlaid as it 
werein a field of garnet terry. Precious 
rugs drape the smali divans, and superb 
specimiens of needle paintings are shown 
in the chair coverings, The most attractive 
article of furniture isa small upright piano 
of light mahogany, beautifully embellished 
with panels ot carved silver, symbolic of 
musicand song... : 

Figures of cupids aud busts of children fill 
the corners of the rdom with beauty, and as 
the visitor enters she passes under the 
giossy green branches of a small palm tree 
that stands on a pedestal of polished green 
marble. All theornaments areof Dresden 
china, and the fantastic beauty and grace 
ot the figures, the variety of design and 
brilliancy of color produce an effect both 
novel and agreeable. On the walls hang 
brackets, baskets and pockets of flowery 
porcelain, «nd about the metal cabinet, 
along the edges of small stands and fairly 
crowding the piano shelf are shepherds and 
shepherdesses, troubadours, peasant girls 
and court figures, no two alike, and each 
outrivaling the.other in gayety and color. 
Another feature of this room is the splendid 
array of artificial flowers, a variety of dec- 
oration, by the way, that Mrs. Astor is 
very fond of, Ses > 

Violets, ‘lilies, lilacs, feverfews, hya- 
cinths, buttercups and a little wilderness of 
field flowers are knotted together in clus- 
tering bouquets and freight the wheelbar- 
rows, vases and jardinieres: of Dresden 
china, while in the slender forms of crystal 
and jeweled ware are roses, asters, japoni- 
cas and magnolias of such a remarkable 
composition as to challenge detection in a 
flowershow without the assistance of touch 
orysmell. The linen blossoms were brought 
trom France last summer, and the sum paid 
for them would have procured a very nice 
supply of cut flowers for an entire season. 
All the hangings about the room are made 
of rich, blue silk canvas, handsomely 
worked in silver threads. The family crest, 
done on a field of scarlet and white in silk, 
silver and gold, and mounted in banner 
form, is the glory of an east corner, 

Mes. W. W. Astor's callers are directed 
‘to a little Pompeiian room, finished in black 
wood and richly hung with crimson, the silk 
twill covering not only the walls and win- 

dow, but paneling the doors and draping 
furniture, table and mantel-shelf. The 
color is that warm blood-red that makes a 
~ face pretty and a pretty face glorious.

broidered screen the room can be provided 
with a snuggery, and it is here that the 
lovely young mistress sees an intimate 
friend who has only a moment to stop anda 
word tosay. The fire-place has a delight- 
ful profusion of brasses, and among the 
furniture is a little tete-a-tete table spread 
with a dainty china service, where the re- 
freshing cup of vanilla cocoa or sweet 
chocolate is brewed with jeweled fingers 
and discussed with fragments of Four Hun- 
dred reputation.

Reflections and Speculations Dedicated to 
Lugubrious Cheese-Mongers. . 

No matter who thinks to the contrary, the 
grocer, writes Frank B. Weich in the Na- 
tional Grocer, always thinks he has the 
right of weigh. 

Advice to provision dealers: When 
goods are going down, keep it dark. When 
goods are going up, make your mark. 

Some men are so small that they run a 
weekly bill at their grocer’s in order to 
obtain a roll of cabbage leaves (by courtesy 
a cigar) when they settle up on Saturday 
night. 

A grocer in the city who does a business 
of thirty dollars a week is a storekeeper. In 
the country ona like amount he becomes a 
leading merchant. 

When a man runs an account with his 
grocer, he becomes an object of much at- 
tention. If he fungles up the cash for 
every thing he buys, he is regarded as one 
who does not need watching. 

Grocery-men have a hard row to hoe in 
this world. If they succeed in business 
folks say they sand their sugar, water their 
vinegar, and otherwise rob their customers, 
If they fail they are stigmatized as fools. 
In either case they are never called honest. 

To nobody is there more force in the ex- 
pression, “eggs is eggs,’’ than tothe grocer 
when the succulent fruitof the hen is sell- 
ing first-hand at about two cents apiece, 
and nine out of every dozen he sells and 
warrants to be fresh are returned to him 
for post-mortem examination. 

People in the grocery business should be 
skilled in the arts of the clairvoyant. Then 
when a customer forgets about half of the 
things he was going to purchase, all they 
will have to do will be to go into a trance 
and, lo! the whole list is before them as 
plain asthe print of the store-boy’s teeth 
in a hunk of cheese, 

A conscientious grocer will always re- 
move any dirt or extraneous substance from 
his goods when he sees them. But it does 
not follow that he shall subject his goods to 
rigorous scrutiny in order to maintain bis. 
conscientiousness. If fliés will persist in 
dying in the dried currants, itis no reflec- 
tion upon him.
